Orders for Mining Machinery Placed 
in This Country Instead of in 
England—St ers Leave Direct 
from New York. 


TELEGRAPH To THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, March 21.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Intelligence from South 
Africa received here today dwelt upon 
the fresh outbreak of opposition in 
London to the alleged Americanizing 
of the Rand, as the great mining ridge 
is called, by wealthy mine-owners, who, 
it is said, have been placing orders for 
machinery in the United States instead 
of in England. When mining took a 
spurt in Africa six years ago, the men 
interested determined to work in the 
way which had been in vogue in this 
country with so great success. So 
American manufacturers received or- 
ders for mining machinnery and great 
quanties of it were shipped. It must 
all go via London, that is to say, by 
way of English ports, for there were 
no ships sailing from here to the Afri- 
can mines. 

For the last three years, however, 
the business from this port has in- 
creased, so that now one steamer and 
sometimes two a month sail direct for

He reported to the Gover- 
nor, a telegram was immediately sent 
to the imperial authorities in London 
and he was directed to return to Ciu- 
‘dad, Bolivar, and await the action of 
the British government. The captain 
left yesterday for Bolivar.

THE PENNSYLVANIA SALT WORKS 
SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Buildings Covering Four Acres of 
Ground at Natronia Are Des- 
troyed with Much Costly Ma- 

echinery—Cause of the Disaster. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
-PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) March 21.—A 
disastrous fire tonight in the smelting 
department of the copper works of the 
Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Com- 
pany at Natronia, caused a loss esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. The buildings de- 
stroyed covered nearly four acres of 
ground. The output of the plant was 
about one hundred thousand ounces of 
silver and three million pounds of cop- 
per a month. 

The fire started by the blowing out of 
a furnace, the hot metal igniting with 
some waste near the. mouth. The 


flames spread rapidly and in a short 


time the furnaces and buildings were 
a mass of flames. All of the costly ma- 
chinery' and mechanical appliances 
were destroyed. Sixteen furnaces and 
fifty tanks are ruined. The buildings 
are gutted and will have to be rebuilt. 
A number of loaded cars were con- 
sumed. 
The insurance on the plant could not 
be learned ‘tonight, but it is believed it 
‘will cover the loss. The insurance was 
mostly plaeed in Philadelphia compa- 
nies. The Pennsylvania Manufactur- 
ing Company is controlled by eastern 
capitalists, and is one of the most sub- 
stantial concerns in Pennsylvania. Th 
main Office is in Philadelphia.

The men 
boxed four one-minute rounds amid de- 
risive cheers, groans and catcalls, and 
as soon as the first round was over 
Choynski stepped to the middle of the 
ring and said: .

I have always done 
my fighting in the ring, and I came 
on here from Chicago to meet McCoy 
for six rounds and our meeting was 
to be on its merits. While McCoy has 
kindly feelings toward me, I can as- 
sure you that ‘when I enter the ring all 
friendship ceases.’ I am sorry the po- 
lice have interfered, but we will do 
the best we can.“

Suggestions Which Yale Might Do 
| Well to Follow. * 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 
HENLEY ON THE THAMES, March 
21.—(By Atlantic Cable.) Unusual at- 
tention is centered upon this year’s re- 
gatta, from the fact that more than 
ever it will partake of an international 
character. In addition to the entry of 
the Yale crew ‘there are entries from 
rowing clubs from Holland, France and 
Germany. It is also hoped that the 
famous Argonaut club of Toronto.will 
again cross the Atlantic and compete. 
In consequence the officials are making 
preparations for what will undoubtedly 
be a record year. 

J. F. Cooper, secretary of the Re- 
gatta Committee; said: “Nothing could 
have given the committee more sat- 
isfaction that the entry of a crew from 
Yale. They are so well known to Eng- 
lish athletes by reason of their con- 
tests that they will be welcomed with 
open arms. As yet the Yale men have 
made no arrangements for quarters. I 
can suggest nothing better than the 
same house, Underwood, which Cornell 
occupied last year. I would suggest 
that in addition to the eight-oared crew, 
Yale enter a four-oared crew for the 
Steward's cup. The Cornell men last 
year frequently expressed regret that 
they had not entered for this race. If 
Yale will bring fourteen men, a four- 
oared crew could be easily made up 
from her eight, and in addition, her 
substitutes could form a junior four- 
oared crew and compete for the Wy- 
9 has been no important 
change in the rules for this year.

WILLIAM d. JUDGE. 


The Head of the Theosophists in 
This Country Dead. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) *f 


NEW YORK, March 21.—William Q. 
Judge of the Theosophical Society died 
in this city today. He has been since 
the death of Mme. Blavatsky, the most 
prominent theosophist in this country. 
He had been ailing more than two 
years, and this morning he succumbed 
to the affection of the lungs, which 
change of climate had failed to cure. 

During his twenty years’ work in 
spreading the gospel to the theosophists 
and interpreting the will of the Mahat- 
mas, Judge became a well-known fig- 
ure in three continents, and his work 
under Mme. Blavatsky in Asia, Europe 


and America has attracted the atten- | 


tion. of millions of people. His labors 
in the interests of the mysterious creed, 
however, had broken him down, and 
two years ago he was forced to seek 
rest. Judge was one of the original 
members of the first theosophist society 
in America. It was founded in this 
city on September 7, 1875, with forty 


followers. Since then the creed has 


spread extensively. The object of the 
society was stated to be to obtain 
knowledge of the nature and attributes 
of the Supreme Power and of the 
higher spirits by the aid of

The vehement denunciation in the 
United States Senate of Spanish 
cruelty and bloodthirstiness in the con- 
duct of the war against the Cuban 
patriots has called forth a storm of 
protest from the Spanish nation. Seflor 
Dupuy de Lome, the able representa- 
tive in Washington of His Most Cath- 
olio Majesty, has even gone to the 
trouble of analyzing some of the accu- 
sations hurled at his countrymen, and 
has succeeded in exposing minor errors 
of fact in Senator Sherman’s presenta- 
tion of the case against them. But 
here his success has ended; for the evi- 
dence of Spain’s reign of terror in the 
“green-girdled isle’ is so overwhelm- 
ing that mere juggling with words, 
mere diplomatic phrases, will be of lit- 
tle avail to stem the current of Amer-. 
ican public opinion now rapidly rising 
to flood-tide. 

Is it to be supposed that the leopard 
has changed his spots; that Spain, 
which, twenty odd years ago, turned 
the fair Eden of the Antilles into a 
charnal house, is to day disposed to 
treat her down-trodden sons with com-

n earnest, the 
warship heading for the Virginius un- 
der full steam. At this point the fili- 
busters suddenly realized their dan- 
ger, and started to make a run for 
the Jamaica coast. 


By a strange lack of foresight on the 


part of her commander the Virginius. 


had run short of coal; but as it was an 
issue of life or death, no exertion was 
spared to reach the. protection of 
the British waters. To supply the lack 
of fuel all the greasy substances on

the provision stores, were thrown into 
the furnaces; all the weapons, the 
horses and the cargo were consigned 
to the waves. But all to no avail. Even 
the coming on of night proved of little 
benefit to the fugitives, for the moon 
rose in full tropical splendor. Finally, 
toward 10 o’clock in the evening a shell 
was sent across the bows of the ill- 
fated cruiser. There was now no alter- 
native; surrender was unavoidable. 
Presently two armed boats from the 
Tornado came alongside, and taki 
possession of the Virginius, made al 
on board prisoners.

mon humanity—much less with ordin- 
ary justice? Many readers will recall 
something of the terrible ten-years’. 
o recapitulate its manifold horrors;. 
but one event, printed in letters of 
blood, concerns this more 
rectly and at this juncture is well worth 

telling. It is a fearful illustration of 
‘the persistent and tigrish ferocity of 
the race that gave the world an Alva

Late in 1870 the Cuban revolutionary 
party purchased in New York a Ciyde- 
built, iron, side-wheel steamer, called 
the Virgin,“ and rechristened her the 
„Virginius,“ fitted her up as a cruiser 
and trans 

lies on the Island of Cuba; and in the 
63 year she sailed on her first 
expedition under orders from Gen. Ra- 
phael Quesada, the revolutionary chief. 
She succeeded on this occasion in land- 
ing a force near Santiago de Cuba, 
and rendered similar services some time 
later. In the fall of 1873 an expedition 
on @ still larger scale was planned by 
the Revolutionary Committee, and on 
October 8 of that year 175 volunteers 
and a full complement of able seamen, 
the peony native Americans, left 
New York to embark on the Virginius, 
then lying in the harbor of Kingston, 
Jamaica. The ship was commanded 
by Capt Joseph Fry of Louisiana, who 


had distinguished himself as a block- 
Jade runner during the civil war; and

The arrival of the Tornado with her 
prize created a tremendous sensation, 
and the wharves were soon crowded 
with exultant citi and . officials 
eager to gaze on the lhardy Tan- 
kees.” The elite of the population has- 
tened to congratulate Gov. Burriel, 
and the principal edifices of the town 
were illuminated as if after a great 
victory. Santiago was fairly drunk 
with joy. In the evening Burriel gave 
a grand reception; and the bay re- 
echoed with the songs of the volun- 
teers who crowded its, waters in gayly- 
festooned boats. So much for the first 


‘act of the drama! 


Whatever dismal forebodings the ac- 
tual leaders of the Virginius expedi- 
tion may have entertained amid all 
these public demonstrations, it does not 
appear that the purely American part 
of the crew looked forward with any 
serious apprehension to the outcome 
of their enterprise. While it is true 
that the Spanish authrities had good 
reason ‘to suspect hostile intentions on 
their part, not a scentilla of evidence 
had been obtained which would war-

The captain of the Virginius mistook 
the enemy for an ordinary sailing 
craft, and did not alter his course until

On the day following the arrival of 
the Virginius in Santiago a court-mar- 
tial was held on board the Tornado. 
It began at 9 and ended at 4 o’clock. 
The charge was “piracy on the high 
seas,” and four leaders, Ryan, Varona, 
Cespedes and Del Sol, were promptly 
found guilty and sentenced to be shot. 
Early at dawn on the morning of No- 
vember 3 the unfortunate men were led 
from their prison to the 3 
house outside of the town’s Umits, 
and to the cry of “Cuba forever“ they 
fell beneath a hail of bullets. 
But it was only a foretaste of Span- 
ish vengeance. The first four victims, 
though executed in violation of 0 


announced ternational law, were at least open and

recognized enemies of Spain and had 
figured prominently in the war. Not 
so the captain and the crew of the 
Virginius, many of whom had even 
been ignorant of the purposes and des- 
tination of the ill-fated vessel. These 
men appeared before their judges a 
few hours after the distant rattle of 
musketry had told them of the fate of 
their erstwhile companions, and be- 
fore dusk the captain and his men— 
many of them youths under age—had 
learned that their last moments were 
at hand. Thirty-seven of them, in- 
cluding Capt. Fry, were told off for ex- 
ecution the next day.

The subsequent action of the United 
States government, ending in Spain’s 
apology for this unheard-of outrage, 
and the surrender of the Virginius, to- 
gether with the survivors of the ill- 
fated expedition, are matters that do 
not come within the scope of this ar- 
ticle. One little incident, however, 1 
cannot pass over in silence since it em- 
phasizes the absolutely devilish cruelty 
manifested by the officials on this ac- 
.casion. The day before the survivors 
of the Virginius, 102 in number, were 
taken from Moro Castle, Havana, to 
be turned over to the United States 
‘authorities, they were informed by their 
jailers that their walk on the morrow 
would be from the cell to the grave. To 
enhance their sufferings a priest en. 
tered the castle and began to shrive 
them. All night this inhuman torture 
was indulged in; and when in the morn- 
ing light sireamed in over the frown- 
ing walls, they all thought it the dawn 
of their last day on earth. Sadly they 
fell into line and marched out into the 
town. All this while the United States 
vessel Juniata was lying in the harbor 
awaiting them; and their feelings can 
be better imagined than described when 
the welcome truth finally forced it- 
self upon them. This episode was a

Petroleum Ahead. 


(Oliver McKee in Lippincott’s:) In 
the race for horseless vehicles recently 
held in France, there were seventeen 
starters, of which eleven used petro- 


leum, five steam, and one electricity. 


One of the petroleum vehicles was a 
bicycle. The course was from Paris to 
Bordeaux and back a distance of 726 
miles; the prizes amounted to $16,000. 
Contrary to expectatio 1s, the three ve- 
hicles first to complete the distance 
were all propelled by petroleum. One 
of these covered the distance to Bor- 
deaux in twenty-two hours and thirty- 
four minutes, and the return trip to 
Paris in twenty-six hours and fifty- 
three minutes, or at the rate of about 
fifteen miles an hour.

Who First Essayed Artistic 


There was a time, not so remote as 
the date of the pyramids’ building, nor 
yet of the Taj Mahal, when the frontier 
of art in the United States was in the 
great central valley of the continent. 
Cincinnati was the rallying point of 
the pioneers who established this fron- 
tier, and the art club of that city ante- 
dates most similar organizationsin the 
United States. Nearly all of those who 
made up the old club, not a few of 
whom were afterward to become re- 
nowned, are now dead. Some ot the 
second group have also gone before, 
and most of them have left the scene 
of their earliest struggles and studies, 
but their work with the chisel and the 
brush is seen and admired ,wherever 
art is known and loved. 

In the 80s, when the war-cloud hung 
over the land, Thomas Buchanan Read 
and Hiram Powers’ were the shining 
lights of the club. Of their successors, 
such men as Chase and Farny and 
Mosler Are leading examples. Chase 
was a student with Eston when Farny, 
now the most devoted painter of me 
American indian, was a boy, and de- 
fore Henrv Mosler had won distinction 
abroad at the hands of the French gov- 
ernment and been. decorated with the 
red ribbon of the Legion of Honor.

These persons are divided into. two 
classes—the pawnbrokers’ shops and 
the loan offices, At e shops you are 
required to deposit artigle which 
you wish to p , and for the period 
of the loan you are deprived of its use. 
You are also required to pay 10 per 
cent. per month for the use of the 
money, and you do not get the article 
back until you have squared up. 

Sec. 340 of the Penal Code provides 
that: “Every pawnbroker who charges 
or receives interest at the rate of more 
than 2 per cent: per month, or who, 
by charging commissions, discounts, 
storage or other charge, or by com- 
pounding interest or K to in- 
crease such interest is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.” 

The law is as emphatic an instance of 
a dead-letter statute as it would be 
possible to stir out of the codes of a 
dozen States. There is absolutely no at- 
tention paid to it in California; and 
though it. has been in existence for 
fifteen years, and is violated every hour 
in the day, I have, after diligent search, 
been able to find only one instance in 
which there had been an attempt made 
to enforce it.

It is safe, however, to estimate that 
there is loaned on chattels annually in 
Los Angeles by this class of money 
brokers not less than $150,000, and that 
they collect an equal amount yearly in 
the form of usury. 

That these persons through * ex- 
tortions have a weighty share of re- 
sponsibility for the distress and discon- 
today rampant among the 
masses, a knowledge of their enterprise 
must convince.

a spirit of bitterness against all forms 
of money-lending—concerning many of 
which they know nothing—and against 


interest as an institution. They per- 


ceive conditions are awry, that the 
poor are oppreased and they deem this 
to be the greatest oppression; nay, see- 
ing no other, they condemn it as the 
whole oppression; the cause of all other 


oppregsions whatsoever, and they be- 


come militant to stamp it out, 


Tt is for the conservative citizen to 


regret that this entire business of loan- 
ing money to the poor should be left to 
those who so ruthlessly despoil them, 
The impotent attempts by legislation to 
curb this class have always failed, and 
will continue to fail so long as indus- 
trial and economic conditions of the 
country force the chattel-owner to the 
money shark at the latter’s terms. The 
only relief possible is through campe- 


tition. Not competition offered by pri- 


vate industry aimed at profit, but by a 
public undertaking framed along lines 
of charity. 

This is the manner in which the con- 
dition has been met in all the countries 
of Europe through the medium of what 
is called Monts de Pieté, There are 
hundreds of these affairs distributed 
through various European towns, the 
largest of which is in Paris. They were 
started in Padua in 1493 and were de- 
signed to lend money to the poor upon 
such property as was offered at a rate 
of interest so low as to provide only 
the running expenses of the institution. 
The Paris affair receives millions of 
pledges annually, loaning sums as low 
as one franc (20 cents.) The average 
rate of interest charged is 16 per cent. 
per annum. 


The effect of these affairs upon the 
poorer classes been immensely 
tranquilizing, tending strongly to quiet 
them and to make them subversive and 
submissive to conditions as they are. 
Whether the American people, or the 

ople in Los Angeles, will ever come 
* realize the importance of the Monts 
de Pieté and to establish them in our 
midst, there are no indications res- 
ent. Lately in New Tork some on- 
aires proposed doing such a thing, but, I 
believe, the movement came to na ht. 
That a Los Angeles Mont de Pieté 
would afford immense relief to a large 
class of oppressed and worthy citizens

| barest necessities so far as food and 
clothing are concerned, their dress 
being of coarse material, over which 
they wear a common kitchen apron to 
keep them on the level with the poor 
women among whom they dwell. The 
army bonnet is discarded for a plain lit- 
tle black hat, and a shawl takes the 
place of the uniform coat. 

The idea may perhaps enter the mind 
of some people that these women have 
‘been reclaimed from: among the out- 
casts, and hence feel this life no sacri- 
fice, That is not so. Our officers in the 
slums are, all of them, women of a 
good, pure record, coming from the 
same class as our other officers, and 
knowing nothing of the slums and its 
horrors untfl they willingly embrace a 
life of sacrifice among its denizens for 
Christ’s sake and the sake of the poor 
and lost they would help and rescue. 
Their work is not to train and educate 
and elevate their neighbors; in fact, 
their neighbors, many of them, feel no 
desire nor inclination to be either edu- 
cated or elevated. Their life-work is 
to comfort, to help, and to win them 
from sin to purity by loving efforts. 
They do not go to refine the vulgar or 
to dispense charity to the needy. They 
go to fight the cause of the misery, 
squalor and wretchedness—sin—and 
they do it in the most practical fashion. 
You would not find these girls giving 
tracts to the starving or preaching 
sermons in the desolate house where 
hungry, unwashed children crowd 
around the helpless mother’s sick-bed; 
though their object is the blessing of 
the soul, and ‘though their work is re- 
ligious through and through, their re- 
ligion takes a common-sense and prac- 
tleal method. They go forth to win the 
people by love; to make them ashamed 
of impurity by contact with purity; 
that they may be weary of the dark- 
ness of sin by seeing an object-lesson 
of the light and brightness of the Christ 
life. It is their life of willing toil and 
joyful self-sacrifice that makes an im- 
pression deeper than any sermon ever 
made.

As I looked at the bullet the great 
inventor picked up another instrument.

The man was now put un- 
der the influence of ‘ether and the 
flesh of his leg was laid open to the 
bone. Still there was no bullet. The 
doctors then cut away a piece of the 
bone, and lo! there under the bone 
they found a bullet. It had gone in 
between the bones of the leg and the 
bone had grown over it so as to com- 
pletely cover it. It was taken out and 
the man got well. 

“The story of this experiment was 
sent to me,” continued Prof. Bell. 
“I was much pleased and I asked that

A 
needle, you know, makes almost no in- 
jury to the flesh in passing through it.

Its introduction into 
the body causes but little pain: Now, 
you can thrust this needle into the 
flesh, and if it strikes a piece of lead 
it will, through the influence of the 
electricity connected with it, give forth 
a sharp click. If it strikes bone or 
some other non-metallic substance 
there will be no response.

HOW GARFIELD CIRCUMVENTED 
THE DOCTORS. | 
Speaking of Garfield’s last sickness, 
there were a number of interesting in- 
cidents connected with it which: were 
unknown to the doctors or the public. 
One of these was told here not long 
ago by Crump, who was steward of the 
White House then. Crump had to give 
a great deal of personal attention to 
Garfield. He was in the sickroom a 
large part of the time, and he has a 
number of interesting reminiscences of 
Garfield’s last days. One of these re- 
lates to the orders which the doctors 
gave that Garfield must have no water 
to drink, except that furnished by the 
physicians. He was, however, very 
thirsty, and during the absence of the 


doctors and the nurses he begged 
ee to get him a drink. Crump re- 


fused, and Garfeld asked him again 
and again se pitifully that he had to 
once leave the room to keep from vio- 
lating orders. When he returned Gar- 
field began again, but Crump again re- 
fused. Garfield then commanded Crump 
to give him the water, but Crump pre- 
tended he was deaf. In talking of this 
time Crump said: 

“I didn’t dare to give him the water. 
I feared it would hurt him, and 1 held 
out as long as I could. At last, how- 
ever, he called me to him, and, with 
tears in his eyes, said: 

‘Crump, would you refuse a dying 
man a drink of water?’ 

No, Mr. President,’ said I, ‘but you, 
are not dying.’ 

„But, Crump,’ he added, feebly, ‘if 
you do not give it to me I will die, and 
hereupon he closed his eyes. He looked 
so feeble and sick that I couldn't stand 
it. Still, I couldn’t disobey the doctors. 
But, somehow or other, I just set a 
glass of spring water on a table by his 
bed. Then, turning my back upon him, 
I went to the window, and, hang me, 
when I returned if that glass wasn’t 
empty! President Garfield looked up 


at me with a smile, and asked me what 


I meant by tantalizing him by placing 
a glass with no water in it within 
his reach, and him so thirsty. He did

tated. To give the proper color Smith 
plates the bogus coins and all the outfit 
he needs for that is a few bottles and 
brushes. When the money is done, the 
counterfeiter immediately destroys all 
the incriminating evidence, the dies, 


the plating materials, etc. It gh 60 easy | 
| to get another outfit that it is 


better to destroy the old one than to 
run the risk of keeping it. 

Onde supplied with money, Smith gal- 
lied forth to pass it. His favorite plan 
was to visit a 5 aw ng-house and ask to 
hire a room for the night. He always 
timed these visits for about 7 o’cock 
in the evening. The lodging- house 
keeper would show him a room, Smith 
would express satisfaction and offer to 


pay in advance. The landlord would 


almost invariably accept the proffered 
gold piece and give back the change 
without a shadow of suspicion of the 
genuineness of the coin. Standing in 
an ill-lighted hall, after dark, one 
would be very unapt to examine the 
shining bit of money too closely or try 
its weight and its ring. 

Then Smith would say he didn’t be- 
lieve he wanted to go to bed just yet 
and he would like to take a breath or 
two of fresh air before turning in. So 
out of the door he would sally and that 
would be the last the swindled land- 
lord would ever see of him.

In Vernon, where annexation had a 
handseme majority of 92 votes at the 
last election, the “antis’” had so 
worked that when the votes were 
counted, they had won the battle by 
10 ballots. This revolution of senti- 
ment was attributed to the work of 
the saloon element, which was alleged 
to have the backing of the wholesale 
liquor dealers in the city. Reputable 
men who worked at the polls all day 
in Vernon declare that money was 
freely used to influence the votes of 
“fellows of the baser sort.“ Said one 

gray-haired election official, “If it 
hadn't been for my position, there 
would have been a broken head or 
two, while those fellows were getting 
in their work.“

THE HEAD WORKS CASE. 


Frea: Eaton Gives 80 Some 
Testimony. 

8 . Four is Still echoing to 
the sounds of the opposing minds in the 
case of the city against Messrs. Pom- 
eroy and Hooker.

agent of the company Superior Judge 
“Clark rendered ‘judgment in favor of 
the plaintiff, ‘which the defend- 
ants. appealed. - 

The case is very. voluminous, ‘and it 
was ‘contended. by the appellants; 
among other things, that the complaint 
Was fatally defective. It was averred 
that Reynolds was’ the trusted agent 
and employé of the company at Los 
Angeles, and had the sole charge and 
management of the business in this 
city. In order to secure to the company 
the payment by him of all money which 
might be due, Reynolds assigned to 
Hooper large blocks of stock in the 
San Pedro Lumber Company, the L. 
W. Blinn Lumber Company, and the 
Russ Mill and Lumber Company.
